jus and fool. Son of aristocrats, 
education and ease, he was al- 
ways the somewhat arrogant 
lone wolf. His idealism led him 
always to the side of those in 
revolt—anyone in revolt—any- 
where. 

So it was he rode with the 
Mexican revolutionist Pancho 
Villa. He went as a correspond- 
ent for a magazine, the once 
popular Metropolitan. He wrote 
-brilliantly. But he became one 
of Villa’s troopers. For four 
months he fought beside them. 
He danced and made, merry with 
them in looted haciendas. When 
the revolution began in Russia 
he saw it as did most of the 
Americans of the time—as a re- 
volt against the cruelty of the 
czars. 

Tall, handsome, affable, a bril- 
liant conversationist, emotionally 
keyéd so that he wept over poor 
persons and any who suffered, 
his idealism made him blind to 
fact. Yet the record was that, 
so boyish, so idealistic was he, 
it was impossible not to like him 
or, at least, feel a sort of sym- 
pathy for one so on self-destruc- 
tion bent. So diverse persons as 
Villa and Lenin were fond. of 
him. 

Sent to Russia he became a 
blind partisan of the revolution, 
wrote propaganda to be dropped 
over the German lines, attacked 
the policy of his own country. 
Returning home he _ published 
“Ten Days .That Shook the 
World,”’ was indicted, went back 
to Russia and died of typhus. He 
was but 33 years old. |

CHICAGO, Nov. 28 (B—Enrico 
Fermi, Italian-born scientist who 
was known as the ‘Architect of 
the Atomic Age,”’ died today at 
his home of an incurable and 
spreading cancer. 

Fermi, 93, was the first man 
to split the uranium atom and 
the first to achieve a controlled 
nuclear chain reaction—forerun- 
ner of the atomic bomb. 


KNEW HIS DOOM 


A spokesman for the family 
said the world-famed physicist 
knew he was doomed to die. 
Ironically, Fermi in 1947 pre- 
dicted that eventually radioactive 
substances would be used to con- 
trol cancer, but did not live to 
see the day. 

Only 12 days ago Fermi re- 
ceived Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion’s first award for outstand- 
ing contribution to nuclear 
science, and along with it a $25,- 
000 prize. 

Fermi held the post of Charles 
H. Swift distinguished service 
professor in the University of 
Chicago’s institute of nuclear 
studies.

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Probation System 
Needed by Georgia 


Georgia’s prison population has in- 
creased to the point where overcrowded 
conditions may lead to trouble. 


State Prison Director Robert Warren 
has described crowding at Tattnall prison 
as critical, while a legislative committee 
investigating for the General Assembly 
found the same conditions in many state 
work camps. 


Tattnall, according to Mr. Warren, ex- 
pects a population of 2,200 at the end of 
year, 900 more prisoners than it is de- 
signed to accommodate. The legislative 
committee found the same type of over- 
crowding at the camps, plus poor admin- 
istrative procedure and ramshackle build- 
ings at some of them. 


Prison riots have been much in the 
news during the year, but Georgia has 
been fortunate in escaping this type of 
unpleasant publicity. An overcrowded 
prison, however, invites trouble, for the 
prisoners’ morale is bound to suffer, and 
supervision is made more difficult. 

New construction is indicated, not 
only by the state but by the counties. 
The September-October Fulton grand 
jury strongly urged that something be 
done about overcrowding at Fulton Tower. 

It is regrettable that the prison popu- 
lation is outgrowing the bounds of the 
prisons. It is even more regrettable that 

the only solution seems to lie in enlarg- 
ing the prisons. 

Out of our large number of convicted 
criminals, few are criminals by nature. 
The vast majority would like another 
chance and would do splendidly if given 
that chance. 

When the General Assembly ponders 
the question of enlarging state penal in- 
stitutions, it might ponder the theory 
and practice of probation as well. Geor- 
gia has no statewide probation system, 
a factor that partially explains over- 
crowding in our prisons and the number 
of repeaters serving time. 


Georgia’s Young Folks 
Bring Home the Bacon 


Georgia should be used to it by now 
but there’s always a new thrill when her 
youngsters win 4-H Club championships. 
So it is this year. 

With the opening of the National 4-H 
Club Congress in Chicago Sunday came 
the announcement that three Georgia 
members had won national champion- 
ships. There probably will be additional 
winners announced during the week, but 
it is in order to commend these three 
young Georgians for their achievements. 

First there is Cephas Williamson, 17, 
of Route 2, Americus, who has been 
named national citizenship winner. In 
addition to receiving-a scholarship, he will 
join with other champions in a conference 
with President Eisenhower during 
National 4-H Club week next year. 

Working under handicaps of ill health, 
young Williamson’s award comes after 
more than seven years of effort. He has 
now recovered his health and has a record 
of 4-H achievements behind him that 
should be the envy of every boy and girl. 
Last year he led his club to the state 
championship in the 4-H community im- 
provement program. 

Two girls named Sara have also won 
national championships. Sara Johnson, of 
Hancock County, who prepared more 
than two tons of frozen foods in the past 
six years, wins the frozen foods title. The 
other, Sara Ellen Phillips, of Emanuel 
County, who directed a safety campaign 
that reached every child in the county, is 
safety winner. 

These young people have made Geor- 
gia proud of them. They have set fine 
examples and truly deserve the honors 
they have won. The Georgia 4-H Club 
movement continués to set the pace for 
the nation.

The Economic Outlook 


Points to Good Times 


The nation’s economists are making 
much of the fact that we have beén able 
to make the transition from a wartime to 
peacetime economy without a major de- 
pression. They see, in fact, no depression 
in. the making: Factors working on the 
economy point to good times ahead. 

A recent study by the U.S. Department 
of Commerce parallels other government 
and private studies over the past several 
years about the nation’s economic growth. 
The country’s économy has doubled in the 
past 25 years. 

The study shows marked changes in 
national habits of spending, a big rise in 
industrial share of the national income, 
a decline in the farmer’s relative share 
and a marked increase in the per centage 
of national income being paid out in sal- 
aries and wages. : 

In 1929 the nation produced 194 bil- 
lion dollars’ worth of goods and services. 


1 : 
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By 1953 this gross national product had 
risen to 365 billion. Even taking account 
for inflation and price changes, total pro- 
duction rose from a “constant dollar” 
level of 149 billion in 1929 to 307 billion 
in 1953—an increase in actual output of 
105 per cent. Per capita production in- 
creased by 57 per cent. 


Even with increased tax deductions, 
the rise in personal incomes was from 83 
billions to 250 billions. 


The decline of farm income from 6.8 
per cent of the national income in 1929 
to 4 per cent in 1953 can be accounted 
for by the huge increase in the industrial 
product. Movement of people to the cities 
and increases in the wage level caused a 
greater increase in other segments of the 
economy. Fewer people on the farms are 
producing more than enough to supply the 
nation with food and clothes and actual 
personal income of individual farmers has 
shawn sharp increases. 


Those who planned ways and means 
to devise safeguards against depression 
and to promote the nation’s development 
may have succeeded much better than 
they are sometimes given credit for. The 
“dreamers” of the Roosevelt-Truman era 
proposed “radical” things that have been 
adopted lock, stock and barrel by the in- 
terests that fought them the hardest. 


The work of past years makes pos- 
sible the glowing economic outlook of to- 
day, and continued prosperity for the 
growing body of Americans.

New Reserve Program 


Shaped in Washington 


The new reserve forces plan, accord- 
ing to reports from Washington, has now 
been approved in broad outline by the 
National Security Council. It sounds like 
the closest thing to universal military 
training that the nation will accept. In 
fact, in sum and substance it is universal 
military training that is proposed. 

The main provision of the plan, say 
the reports, is the building of a non- 
veteran reserve. A limited number of 
men will be drafted before they reach 
the age of 19 for six months’ basic train- 
ing and then will be transferred to the 
reserve or National Guard units for seven 
and a half years of compulsory service. 


The administration will also seek re- 
enactment of the two-year draft law, 
which expires early next year, while con- 
tinuing the present system of voluntary 
enlistment. All young men upon reach- 
ing the draft age will have an eight- 
year military obligation to their country. 


Those who go into the reserves after 
six months would be compelled to attend 
regular drill and training periods or face 
reinduction for 18 months of active 
duty. 


A few weeks ago President Eisen- 
hower said that building of adequate 
reserve forces was the number one ob- 
jective in present military planning. In 
the present state of tension in the world 
—likely to be with us for many years to 
come—it is the only substitute for huge 
standing forces. 


Cost of the program and the details 
will be announced soon. Meanwhile, the 
outline that is emerging sounds practical 
and consistent with the national security.

Only one other college in 
the nation has fathered more bow] teams, 
the University of Alabama. While bowl 
games may be considered a part of what 
is known as athletic over-emphasis, they 
serve to spread the fame of our state and 
our schools and our people. 

We bow low to Bobby Dodd of Geor- 
gia Tech and his football team, which 
overcame internal disorders, three close 
defeats and other handicaps native to the 
game to achieve this record. 

But in the joy of this occasion, one 
can’t forget the valiant play of the Bull- 
dogs of the University of Georgia. In the 
“building” year, Wallace Butts has pro- 
duced a team worthy of the red and black 
and the traditions of this great university. 
The Bulldogs were defeated Saturday, but 
not beaten. As they say in Athens, 
“They’re coming back.”

uation with Mr. J. W. Lunceford, 
I have respected for many years. 


Mr. Lunceford is credit manag- 
er for the Sewell Manufacturing 
Co. in Bremen. He deals with 
about 6,000 stores across the na- 
tion and extends some 10 million 
dollars of credit per year. I told 
him about you and asked what is 
required of a man seeking to ¢s 
tablish his own business. He told 
me that there are three require- 
ments. 

(1) CHARACTER comes first. Is 
the man honest? Does he always 
tell the truth? Would he cheat? 
Someone has described character 
as what a man is when no one is 
looking. You are now in school and 
you feel you are not yet ready for 
your life’s work, yet I must point 
out to you that you are now build- 
ing those habits of character with 
which you must live the rest of 
your life. 

Character does not come in a 
moment, rather it is developed 
over a number of years. So let 
me suggest to you that you make 
character building your main con- 
cern while you are still young.

(2) CAPACITY is the second 
qualification for one who would es- 
tablish his own business.

Will ‘A-War Fears’ 
Help the Soviet? 


WASHINGTON—The consequences of Sen. 
William F. Knowland’s speech expressing his 
anxieties and doubts about the Eisenhower ad- ' 
ministration’s foreign policy are likely to be with us for some timé 


to come. 


Mr. Knowland may well have begun a national debate on the 
dangers and the possibilities of ‘‘co-existence’’ which can help to 
clarify our thinking and strengthen our policies. 


Not that Mr. Knowland’s speech 
clarified much itself since the sen- 
ator took it as sufficient to raise 
the gravest doubts about the gov- 
ernment’s defense and foreign pol- 
icies without suggesting anything 
he wants done differently. 


What puzzles many in Washing- 
ton and what, I suspect, continues 
to puzzle the White House is why 
Mr. Knowland uses his position as 
Republican Senate leader to call 
the administration's foreign policy 
into question without prior consul- 
tation. 

One of Senator Knowland’s ques- 
tions had to do with how the ad- 
ministration expects to deal with 
possible Communist subversion 
while the Communists talk ‘‘peace- 
ful coexistence.’’ 

Mr. Knowland is fearful of the 
consequences of ‘‘atomic. stale- 
mate’ and he is fearful that the 
United States and its Allies will 
not decisively resist ‘‘nibbling ag- 
gressions’ lest such resistance 
lead to a devastating atomic war. 

For all practical purposes, 
atomic stalemate is not a thing of 
the future; it is at hand, here and 
now. It means, it seems to me. 
that the Soviet is not likely to 
risk atomic retaliation by further

expanding its aggressions by force, 
and that the West is not likely to 
risk atomic retaliation by attempt- 
ing further to roll back by force 
the aggressions the Communists 
have already committed. 

Here Mr. Knowland raises a 
thoroughly pertinent question: Are 
we going to become so afraid of 
atomic war that the Soviet-Red 
China axis can take any little’ 
piece-at-a-time it wants by simply 
brandishing the hydrogen bomb? 

There is no sure answer to this 
question and certainly it cannot be 
answered by a presidential state- 
ment. The answer must be in the 
minds of all the American people 
and of free men around the world. 

The corroding ingredient of any 
policy, the one element which will 
destroy our capacity to resist ag- 
gressive communism is fear—fear 
of atomic war or fear of atomic 
peace. 

The Soviet version of ‘co 
existence’’ does not necessarily 
mean peaceful coexistence but it is 
my conviction that fear of war is 
the state of mind most likely to 
produce war and freedom from 
fear, with a willingness to resist 
aggression, is the best way to 
avert war. 


‘Atoms for Peace’ 


May Well Work 


WASHINGTON-—It seems happy augury for an 
event in the United Nations in New York that it 
happened on the eve of’ our American Thanksgiv- 
ing, even though that was only a coincidence, 


This was the unanimous vote of 60 nations represented in the 
U.N.’s Political Committee endorsing President Eisenhower’s proposal 
of nearly a year ago before the United Nations General Assembly for 
an international pool of atomic energy to develop and propagate 
peaceful uses, what is known as the ‘“‘atoms-for-peace’’ project. 


Russia’s approval of the resolu- 
tion of endorsement was signifi- 
cant, though she has not indicated 
whether she actually would join the 


proposed new international atomic 
energy agency. That will depend 
upon the form of the agency which 
will be developed from negotiations 
by the United States with other 
U.N. member nations that will be- 
gin very soon. 

The U.N. Assembly Political Com- 
mittee’s action, which will be fol- 
lowed automatically by approval in 
a few days by the U.N. Assembly 
as a whole, is an event of the first 
magnitude that is likely to be lost 
sight of in the confusion of other 
international news just at. this 
time. 


It is significant first in and of it- 
self, stressing as it does what 
atomic energy can mean as a 
blessing to the human race and 
thus encourage emphasis on that 
bright side. 


The U.N.’s action is significant, 
in.the second place, because it re- 
flects the new attitude that seems 
to be developing on both sides of 
the Iron Curtain. This is the view 
that we should all stop, look and 


or, as the poet says, “where no 
birds sing.”’ 

President Eisenhower, himself, 
recognized long ago the desirabil- 
ity of exploring new courses, of 
opening new avenues toward 
peace. He revealed that pionéer- 
ing spirit in placing his ‘‘atoms- 
for-peace”’ proposal before the 
United Nations in New York last 
Dec. 8. He did it also. several 
months before that in his eloquent 
speech before the American Socie 
ty of Newspaper Editors here in 
April 1952. In that he suggested 
creation of a fund for development 
of under-developed areas of. the 


world out of savings that could be, 


achieved by disarmament. 

What is cause, and what effect, 
it is sometimes hard to tell.

BRAND NEW 

Now, let's take a specific ex- 
aniple of the way one club is 
being formed. This one, in New 
Jersey, is a brand-new club 
called B.O.B.—Battle of Bulges. 
The membership is being made 
up of friends and neighbors who 
have one common goal, to lose 
unhealthy fat. Two overweight 
homemakers are the cofounders 
and, so far, the other members 
are a school teacher, two beau- 
ticians and a nurse. The approx- 
imate amount to be lost is 40 
pounds each. The founders have 
asked for help in developing the 
club into an interesting and ed- 
ucational group. 

First off, to keep the club on 
a sound health basis, each mem- 
ber must be checked over by 
her doctor. In the B.O.B. Club, 
since the group is small, each 
individual can be a committee 
of ‘one in charge of records and 
activities: Weight Records; Mea- 
surement Records; Programs. 
The amateur photographer of the 
group can be in charge of pic- 
tures. 

In all reducing clubs, the dis- 
cussion period is most helpful. 
A member can lead the discus- 
sion, but when possible, a spe- 
cialist should be invited in. 


COMPLICATED 

The problem of overweight is 
simply one of overeating, but the 
causes of overeating are more 
complicated. The talk-it-over 
method helps overweights to 
come closer to understanding 
what it is that makes them want 
to overeat. 

If there is a County Home 
Demonstration agent available, 
ask her to be the first speaker 
with a talk on protective nutri- 
tioh. The need is not for spe- 
ci@l diets, but for nutrition infor- 
mation and a meal planning pat- 
tern which can be used by all 
members of the family, with a 
mihimum of adjustments for the 
diéter- 

What will guarantee the suc- 
cess of individual clubs? A sin- 
cere desire on the part of each 
mémber to  pull-her-own-weight 
inithe club, to help and*encour- 
age the other members, and 
above all, to proceed on a‘sound 
health basis.

1 cup sugar 

5 eggs 

2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 

1 teaspoon salt 
1% teaspoons baking powder 

% cup unsweetened pineapple 

juice 

14 pound citron, finely cut 

% pound orange peel, finely 

cut 

% pound lemon peel, finely cut 

4 ounces (42 cup) chopped 

candied cherries 

10 ounces (1% cups) chopped 

_ candied pineapple 
% cup pitted dates, chopped 

144 cup chopped dried apricots 

% cup chopped dried figs 

% pound white raisins 

14 pound moist shredded coco- 

nut 

2 cups sliced blanched 

almonds 

1. Beat and cream together 
the shortening and sugar. 2. 
Add eggs, one at a time, beat- 
ing well after each addition. 
3. Reserve % cup flour to mix 
with fruits. 4. Add remaining 
flour, sifted with salt and bak- 
ing powder, alternately with 
pineapple juice. 5. Add floured 
fruits, coconut, and nuts. 6. Stir 
only until well blended. 7. Pour 
into two waxed-paper-lined loaf 
pans. 8. Bake in a slow oven 
(275 F.) 2% hours.
